The several assessors shall, between the assessment roll& 
first Monday of July and the first Monday of Septem-
ber next, make out assessment rolls and perform their 
other duties for the year one thousand eight hundred 
and sixty-two, in the manner required by law, and have 
the same completed on or before the said first Monday 
of September next. 

Equalization. 	SECTION 2. The town and city boards of equalization 
shall meet on the first Monday of September next, and 
perform their duties as required by law. 

Abstract& 	SECTION 3. Each clerk of the county board of super- 
visors shall, on or before the fourth Monday of Septem-
ber next, make out and transmit to the secretary of 
state an abstract of the real and personal property in 
his county, in the manner required by law.
